THE SPECIAL PROTECTION GROUP (AMENDMENT) 

ORDINANCE , 1999 

No . 10 of 1999 
Promulgated by the President in the Fiftieth Year of the Republic of India. 
An Ordinance further to amend the Special Protection Group Act, 1988 . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that circunstances 
exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conforred by clause (1) of artcle 123 of 
the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance: 

1. (1) This Ordinanco may be callod tho Special Protection Group (Amondment) 
Ordinanco , 1999 , 

(2) It shall come into force at once . 
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2. In section 4 of the Special Protection Group Act, 1988 , for sub - section (/), the 
following sub - sections shall be substituted , namely: 

" (1 ) There shall be an armed force of the Union called the Special Protection 
Group for providing proximate security to 

(1) the Prime Minister and the members of his immediate family, and 

(ii) any former Prime Minister or to the members of his immediate 
familya 

(a ) for a period of ton yoars from the date on which the former 
Prime Minister ceased to hold the office of the Prime Minister ; and 

(b ) for any period beyond the period of ten years referred to in 
sub - clause (a ) in a case where the level of threat faced by the former 
Prime Minister or by any momber of his immodiale family is of such a 
nature that such level of threat justifios the provision of proximate security 
to such former Prime Minister or such member of his immediate family , 

as the case may be : 
Provided that, while assessing the level of threat, the Central Government 
shall take into account the following factors , namely :-- - 

(A ) that the threat emanates from any militant or terrorist organisation ; 


and 


(B ) that the threat of a grave and continuing nature: 
Provided further that the Central Government shall assess the lovel of threat 
periodically in such a manner thatnot more than twelve months shall elapse between 
two consocutive assessments. 

(IA ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1 ) - 

: (a ) any former Prime Minister or any momber of his immediate family 
may decline proximate socurity ; 

(b ) where tho proximate security is withdrawn from a former Prime 
Minister, whether before or after the commencement of the Special Protection 
Group (Amendment) Ordiance, 1999, such proximate socurity shall also stand 
withdrawn from the immediate family -members of such former PrimeMinistor: 


Provided that where the level of throat faced by any member of the immediate 
family of a fornor Prime Minister warrants proximate security or any other security , 
such security shall be provided to that member.".
